Now look at the good works of this year’s Council 
to date. , 

Actual accomplishments amount to nothing so far 
as I am able to learn. (Of course, the Council does 
claim credit for that Freshman Mixer. Did you 
attend It?) 

But what this year’s Council lacks in industry it 
hopes to make up for in vociferousness, as its 10- 
point program, announced at the last meeting. In- 
dicates.

(The Hatchet has not 
the remotest relation to the Council; a semi-weekly 
paper has been discussed in Hatchet circles for 
years.) 

8. A "policing" system for the projected fountain-, 
lunchroom. - 

9. A "Little Theater" revision of University Dra- 
matics. . 

10. .A University Directory. (Suggested here two 
weeks ago and which will probably be put out by the 
Mens’ . Independent Group.) 


npHERE are always important 
problems to be considered when 
reviewing a book, but these are 
greatly Increased when the dis- 
cussed work is of a political na- 
ture.

Certainly anyone Vols 
having the presume to hand out a 
block of type each week, with the idea that it Is to 
be read, and not to keep the linotyper in practice, 
may well stop occasionally to ask "Wherefor*?", 

Is an individual viewpoint all that Is asked? Or 
is a column ideally vox popull? 

Perhaps a column should carry the torch for . lost 
causes, succoring the expiring among campus proj- 
ects, and generally interfering with the operation of 
the survival of the fittest principle. 

It may be tfcat the purfcrose is. to shed light In 
obscurity, to reflect jhings as truly as possible. and*] 
to drag opinion* along by the. _heels in the way

Sometimes it must appear that the best thing a 
column can do is act as semi-official thorn in the 
side, a sort of stIYnulating annoyance. 

Closely allied, although not identical, Is the func- 
tion of providing all and sundry with something 
with which to- disagree. Something to chirp al>out 
always has a social usefulness. 

Then there is the possibility that the chore writer 
should barge about looking for obscure facts about 
things and stuff, brightening the breakfast moments 
of the Hatchet recipients- with quaint .bits of In-

Of course, .It may in some cases' be supposed that 
the author has gomethlng to offer in the way of 
ideas. But it is hard to belleva tfiatr any Ondergrad 
has an idea a week. More often the writer who tries 
this high ideal finds himself in the position of his 
eminent colleague, Heywood Broun.

APPROXIMATELY 5.0 activity books* were 
taken away from persons attempting to crash 
the student gate at the game Saturday. These 
“crashers” were persons to whom the owners — 
despite repeated warnings— had’ loaned, or in 
many cases, sold their activity books.

Rules Concerning Ap- 
proval of Organizations 
Are Set Forth 

The following regulations of the 
Board of Trustees are published 
for the benefit of approved organi- 
zations in the University: 

1. Only approved organizations 
shall be permitted to use the name 
of The George Washington Univer- 
sity or reprevent themselves as com- 
posed of students or members of 
the University. 

2. The Committee on Student 
Life is hereby authorized to grant, 
deny, or revoke such approval in 
accordance with the regulations and 
policies laid down by the Faculties 
or the Board of Trustees. 

3. Approval of an' organization is 
for the period of two academic 
years unless otherwise jpecifled. 

4. Pending approval all existing 
organ IzatJorris are deemed "to be op- 
erating under tentative approval, 
subject to the derision of the -Com- 
mittee on Student Life, 

5: In ordeiMcr be'dlfglhle for ap- 
proval. an organization must satisfy 
the following requiremefits:'* 
a. Its men\bershlp must be com- 
posed exclusively pt students en- 
rolled In the University , 1 or of trie 
University staff. Honorary mem- 
bers may bf elected under rules ap- 
prove* by the Student Life Com-

as to administration (state and na- 
tional)." . 

Answering accusations of reac- 
tionism before the general Union 
asked and answered the question in 
this manner: 

"Are we reactionary? Yes. after 
a fashion. But what complaint can 
be made against us for that? Why 1 
are we reactionary? Because slip- 1 
shod, expensive efforts on the part 
of those who have a lust for power i 
force us to be. Because ot our ha- 
tred of methods employed by the I 
governments of countries like Italy, 
Germany or Russia, we resent in- J 
fluences in / this country wl^ch. are 1 
leading us In the same direction. 
But please understand that we are 
opposed to violent reaction as 
staunchly as*„w.e are- opposed lo the’ 
tendencies w'hich arq apt to lead to 
it.. It shall be the religious pur- 
pose of the Party of. the Right to 
circumvent the revolutionary meth- 
ods ot all radical movements, what- 
ever their color may bfe and in 
whatever guise they may thrust 
themkelves upon us." 

'From several sources have come 
the label for the Right Party as 
"roughly Republican." To this they 
point out "aw present-day politics 
stand, perhaps there is an un- 
known quality of truth in that 
statement. On the other hand, in 
view *of the make-up of today's 
Washington population, the Party 
will probably be stigmatized to de- 
struction by having to bear the 
brunt of auch an. unqualified state- 
ment. : . 

"As for Herbert HooVer, poor fel- 
low; we cab ..hardly blame him -for 
attempting to. extricate himself 
from the annoying calumny placed 
upon him by the* real Ration of the 
ambition of every mother's son. We 
sympathize with him, as we do with 
every fallen hero. But he Is no 
protagonist of ours. He represents 
the backwardness which is fepul- 
sive to us as to other political 
groups. We are ^00 per cent Re- 
publican in that respect!" 

Defending the policy of laissez- 
faire advocated by the Rights, Wil- 
lard pointed Out at the general 
meeting last week that "We of the 
Party of the Right ^believe In al- 
lowing the free play of competitive 
forces. The interaction of. the fac- 
tors: of production ai\d. consump- 
tion, supply and demand, etc., are 
self-adjustable, and should not be 
tampered with. Governmental ma- 
nipulation in these fields is like 
pulling ffrst one rein and then an- 
other, thereby frightening the horse 
intd-dgsbhag himself - -and the 
buggy, if. you please— to destruction. 
Socialistic measures, with their tax- 
fed ^governmental agencies, stifle 
private 'enterprise and consequently 
lead to tnore comprehensive col- 
lectivism. whi,ch'*ls tremendously 
expensive, -both materially and Spir- 
itually." - ’ " • 


can only be brought about by per-* 
mitting the government to be a 
partne.r In our daily lives and hab- 
its. That this would be an end 
to industrial laissez-faire, that this 
would lessen the so-called liberties 
of the people is not denied. 

"Man’s liberty ends, and It ought 
to end, when that liberty becomes 
the curse of his neighbors; like- 
wise with industrial freedom. We 
propose the government control of 
the productive and distributive in- 
dustries of the nation . . . We are 
opposed to government ownership 
of all basic Industries because of 
its Inevitable inefficiency and social 
danger. • 

"If the realization of these ends 
conflicts with the Constitution, then 
tha.t document must be- amended. 
We believe as a paramount prin- 
ciple that we must maintain the 
democratic form of government as 
that which will guarantee the great- 
est good to all through the free 
exercise of the suffrage of the 
greatest' number." 4 

Defining the limits of the Cen- 
trists, it has been pointed out that 
"We in the Center are a party 
which has no boundary on either 
Right or Left. It is a Party which 
can experiment ih either conserva- 
tism , or radicalism; and I trust 
that it will always be courageous 
enough to experiment in seeking 
newer and truer solutions for our 
economic and social problems," 

Pointing out further the posi- 
tion of the Center Party in the 
Union, the temporary chairman 
said: "We choose rather to be the 
-keystone of the Union arch with- 
out iVhlch neither side could stand, 
than to be the Belgium holding 
apart a France and a Germany." 

The Anal plea to members and 
prospective memtaers.of the Ceriler 
Party at the meeting last week 
was: 

"Make this Center Party a party 
of progress, a party of liberalism, 
a party which will chart a straight 
course of sane progress through the 
seas of conservatism or radicalism, 
and which will be in a position to 
take the good of both extreme 
parties and mold a better govern- 
ment."

The Ce»e of the 
Left Party 


"TJS7E propose social ownership 
” with title vested in the nation, 
state, or municipality, but control 
qnder a public authority respecting 
so far as may be possible the genu- 
ine and permanent interests not of 
profit-seeking private owners, but 
ot producers and consumers." 

This general philosophy of the 
Left Party, as spoken by Charles 
Keifer of the Left' Party, gives in 
brief, the basis of its program. 

More In detail*, the philosophy of 
the' party:is outlined in the tenta- 
tive pla.tform ot the party as: 

"1. We declare for a new social 


order based on production for use.«s> 
as against private profit; further, 
we declare for an economy of abun- 
dance as opposed to scarcity. 

"2. We favor immediate social 
ownership and. democratic operation.; 
of the natural ’resources, transporta- 
tion and communication, public 
utilities, mines, munition plants, i 
and basic industries. 

"3. We, declare for complete eco- 
nomic security for all. through 
broad, abundant provisions for 
needs and emergencies such as ma- 
ternity, infancy, education, sick- 
ness, accident, old. age, and unem- 
ployment, as exemplified in H. R. 
2827. (Lundeen.A 4 ’ 

"4. We defend the’ position of 
labor (workers, students, and pro- 
fessionals) in- their right to or- 
ganize and join a union of their 
own choosing with no employer in-* 
terference. We would outlaw the 
company unjbn. 

"5. We are opposed to national- 
ism; imperialism, fascism, and war, 
and favor strengthening the inter- 
national agencies for peace through 
international cooperation." 

At last Wednesday's general 
meeting, Keifer. speaking for Har- 
vey ThirloWay, temporary chair- 
main, who was not able to be pres- 
ent, the position of the Left Party 
In relation tft war and peace was 
stressed. 

"Today there is a drift to disas- 
ter, not to true prosperity:' to war, 
not to peace; to dictatorship, not to 
democracy. We all felt an ominous 
feeling today when we saw the 
headline. ‘Italy Attacks.’ But the 
Right and Center Parties have said 
nothing- bout our National Policy. 
Certainly we have heard nothing of 
peace. 

"We must do more in our soci'**iy 
than spehk tot peace and hape for 
war. We can honestly and sln r 
'cerefr put our ' effort* to destroy- 
ing war. as an ihstrument of set- 
tling disputes.” 

In conclusion it was pointed out 
that "‘America^ has always prided 
Itself oh its world leadership. With 
the youth of. other nations being 
trained in the arts of war, it be- 
comes our peculiar task to again as- 
sert our talents. We have the 
choice before us -abundance and 
peace, or war, want, and economic 
fascism.” 

•* • • 

IJERE, then. In brief, are the t)hl- 
**losophies (and what a wide field 
that word can cover!) and general 
policies of the three Union par- 
ties. As .outlined, they are intend- 
ed merely as very general defini- 
tions, aii,d are not binding in any 
way. 

During the-party conventions this 
week, when, candidates .to carry 
further the platforms will be nom- 
inated, the policies of the three 
parties may be altered considerably, 
all depending on the will of the 
majority of* tfie students in each 
group. * 


Let us make one point clear: the 
Union, as it was conceived last 
spring, is to be a body of repre- 
sentative students, who. through 
their actions and utterances In 
Union meetings, will portray as ac- 
curately as it i« possible the es- 
sential political color of the stu- 
dent body of The George Wash- 
ington University. 

As temporary Union chairman 
Ted Pierson put it last week: "We 
have shot high; our. aims and am- 
bitions transcend anything ever 
**en on this campus. We stand to 
score a tremendous success, or a 
miserable failure. The outcome is 
in the hands of the student body, 
especially those people here to- 
night."

(Continued from pag e 2) 
tio basis from the lowest to the 
highest, so that there will be "sub- 
stantial wealth in private hands 
for social betterment.” 

Mr. Lawrence believes that com- 
pany Unions where "employers are 
in direct contact with their men", 
are preferable to outside ones; that 
private charity should be the means 
of social security; and that govern- 
ment in trying to prevent monop- 
oly has "clumsily loaded businesses 
with restrictions that virtually 
forced them into ruinous competi- 
tion." 

Certainly the above - mentioned 
examples belong to a "right” phil- 
osophy. 

Mr. Lawrence’s main criticisms of 
the New Deal are its constant 
spending, its inability to decide 
upon a consistent course of action, 
and its efforts to stifle private ini- 
tiative. 

Whatever one’s own opinion may 
be. the facts presented by Mr. 
Lawrence on the amount spent 
during this administration should 
be given serious consideration. Mr. 
Lawrence knows of what he speaks, 
whether one agrees with him or 
not. 

From a literary standpoint this 
book is well written and tremen- 
dously. interesting. It is easy to 
read, and presents its facts in a 
logical fashion. 

"Beyond the New Deal" should 
be read by members of the "right" 
to understand better their own 
philosophy of government; by those 
of the "center” in order to decide 
to what parts of the more conser- 
vative doctrine they wish to pre- 
scribe; and by the "left" in order 
to, get a clear view of that struc- 
ture which has for many years 
been the mainstay of our political 
order.

The lecture* of the fourth annual 
Seminar Conference on Hispanic- 
American Affair*, held at the Univer- 
sity from July 1 to 'August 9 under 
the auspice* of the Center of Inter- 
American Studies, will be embodied 
in a volume entitled “Colonial His- 
panic- America,” wjiich ha* just gone 
to pres* and will be published this 
fall. 

In the absence of Dr. A. Curtis 
Wilgus, director of the Center, the 
conference was conducted by James 
A. Robertson, editor of the Hispanic 
American Historial Review. The lec- 
tures were givrq by distinguished ex- 
perts from other institutions. The 
volume now at pres* is the fourth of 
a series published bv the University 
Pres* on these Seminar Conferences. 

I)r. Wilgus, who spent the summer

Why Study Greek and 
Latin?” Is Question 
Put to Professor 


A program of ia-service seminars 
for the study of the local character- 
education experiment, open to a 
select group of teachers in the pub- 
lic schools of the District, has been 
announced by the University. 

The courses will be under the 
Joint direction of Miss Bertie Back- 
us, assistant • superintendent of 
schools in charge of • chajcac^er edu- 
cation, Mr. L. L. Jarv4e,.co-ordinator 
for in-service training, and Dr. 
Mitchell Dreese, associate professor 
of educational psychology in the 
University. 

The program will be opened with 
a general meeting of all groups on 
Friday, October 11, in Corcoran 
10, at 4 p.m. President Marvin, 
Superintendent of Schools Frank 
W. Ballou, and Miss Backus ' will 
speak. 

Credits Allowed 

From two to six hours of credit 
toward a degree in education will 
be given by the University to teach- 
ers. with the approval of Miss 
Backus. 

Organizations which have ex- 
pressed a desire to participate in 
the plan, and from which special- 
ists will be drawn, Include the Am- 
erican Council on Education, the 
United States Office, of Education, 
the National Education Association, 
the Juvenile Court, the Community 
Center Department, and the Play- 
ground Department of the District 
of Columbia. 

Approximately ten. neminar 
groups will be organized, each to ; 
study a different phase of the pro- 
gram. 

Meet Weekly 

Each study group will meet once 
a week at a time and place con- 
venient to the members of the 
group. The leader of each group 
will be selected for his qualifica- 
tions both as to knowledge in the 
special field and as to skill in lead- 
ing discussion. All groups will 
make a special study of the chal- 
lenge of the character - education 
program and of the special tech- 
niques that offer promise of suc- 
cess in meeting .it. 

Each member of the group will 
then set up his own program of 
study and of work. ' Group meet- 
ings will become experience meet- 
ings in which there will be a free 
discussion and evaluation of the
